I'm not sure if this applies but the KWS1 was originally designed for 
4x150A finals. Collins issued at least 2 modification sheets on 
replacing the 4x150s with 4x250s and later 4cx250B tubes. The point 
here is that each of these modifications included some adjustment and 
even replacement of the grid input coils. I know that some people, 
because that is the nature of the beast, who simply replaced the 4x150A 
tubes they found in their KWS1 with later versions of the tube because 
they were told that it should be using 4CX250Bs. The problem is that 
the input circuits were never modified. 


If you are not the original owner of a KWS1 which has a low serial 
number and your manual does not contain the Collins final aplifier 
modification work sheet, you may be experiencing problems because of THE 
WRONG TUBES in your amplifier.
